Whereas, The Gomantak Karmachari Sahakari 
Patpuravatha Saunstha Ltd., St. Inez, Panaji-Goa, 
was registered with this office on 25-03-1981 under 
code symbol No. Reg. No. ARCS/CZ/3(b)/1/Goa 
under the erstwhile Maharashtra Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1960 as was applicable to the State of 
Goa, classified “Resource Society” and sub- 
-classified as Service Resource Society and now it 
deemed to be registered under the Goa Co-operative 
Societies Act, 2001 and Rules, 2003. 


And whereas, the avowed objectives of the 
society have been specified in Bye-laws No. 7 i.e. to 
provide for social and economical betterments of its 
members through self help and mutual aid in 
accordance with the co-operative principles, to 
promote economic and social development of its 
members either by itself or in co-operation with 
other organisation, to provide practical training of 
self help and co-operation to the members, to 
encourage habits of saving among its members by 
mobilizing regular monthly thrift/cumulative 
deposit, savings, recurring, fixed and other types of 
deposits. etc... 


And whereas, it is observed from the available 
records of this office that society has failed to 
comply with the requirements of Sections 58, 72, 74 
and 81 of the Goa Co-operative Societies Act, 2001 
from the co-operative year 2020-2021 i.e. convening 
of Annual General Body Meetings, conduct of 
statutory audit, to file the Annual Returns within 
stipulated time period. 


And whereas, the Chairperson of the society vide 
letter 18-03-2024 inwarded to this office on 
02-04-2024 has informed that as the society is not 
functioning for last 4 years, so also there is no 
business for the last 4 years and since only 9 
members are remaining, the general body has 
decided to de-register the society. A copy the 
minutes of the Special General Body meeting 
convened on 17-03-2024 wherein the above 
mentioned resolution has been adopted has 
submitted with the aforesaid society’s letter. 


And whereas, the society was registered with a 
certain objectives a purpose as laid down in it’s 
bye-laws No. 7 and to achieve the same every 
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member have to show their interest in undertaking 
its functioning of the society. However, from the 
decision of the general body, inference can be drawn 
that no members are interested in running the 
affairs of the society for which it was organized and 
registered. Thus, no purpose will be served if the 
society is allowed to continue further. Accordingly, 
this office had issued Interim Order and Show Cause 
Notice dated 10-04-2024 mentioned at preamble on 
the Chairman, Secretary and all the Board of 
Directors as well as all the members of the society 
to show cause as to why an order under Section 20(1) of 
the Act should not be passed declaring that The 
Gomantak Karmachari Sahakari Patpuravatha 
Saunstha Ltd., St. Inez, Panaji-Goa is de-registered 
and also for making other incidental and 
consequential orders under sub-section (2) of 
Section 20 of the Act. The opportunity was also 
given to the Board of Directors to submit their 
written say in the matter. It was informed to them 
that failure to appear for personal hearing further 
action will be initiated without affording any further 
opportunity. For which Chairperson of the above 
said society appeared before this authority on 
23-04-2024 and submitted written reply to the Show 
Cause Notice issued, wherein she has submitted 
that above mentioned society is not functioning for 
last 4 years so also there is no business in the society 
for last 4 years and only 9 members are remained on 
the society and hence it has unanimously decided 
in the Special General Body Meeting of the society 
to de-register the society. 


And whereas, in terms of provision of sub-section (1) 
of Section 20 of the Act, the society can be 
de-registered if any society is registered on 
misrepresentation made by applicants, or where the 
work of the society is completed or exhausted or 
the purposes for which the society was registered 
are not served. 


And whereas, the society was registered with a 
certain objectives and purpose as laid down in it’s 
bye-laws No. 7 and to achieve the same every 
member has to show their interest in undertaking 
it's functioning of the society. However, from the 
decision of the general body and reply filed by the 
Chairperson of the society it gives scope to believe 
that the purpose for which the society was 
registered is completed and they are firm on their 
decision taken in the special general body which 
was convened on 17-03-2024. Thus, it can be 
concluded that no members are interested in 
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running the affairs of the society for which it was 
organized and registered. Therefore, this authority 
is of the considered opinion that the purosse for 
which the society was registered is completed/ 
/served. 


In view of above circumstances, the following 
order is passed.
